They sro due in 
Hongkong about the ond of next 
nionth.. ‘Lieut Lawton proceeds 
to Haiphong (the next landing 
place)—to—_make_the" necorsary 
arrangements, and his com- 
mission oxtonds to Calcuttea. As 
at present planned, the aviators 
will fly from hore, to Haiphong. 
thon Tourane, Suigon, Bangkok, 
Rangoon, Akyab,.and Calcutta. 
The longest “hop” is Saigon to 
Bangkok (675 (miles) and the 
shortest Haiphong to Tourane 
(395 miles).
